2. As to claims 4 and 5 the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a determination step determining, as the number of 
alignment marks, a minimum natural number Na that satisfies Ns > .alpha. * (Mr / 
Ar).sup.2 / Nm, and Ns > .alpha * f (Nm, Mr, Ar), respectively , where Mr is the 
reproducibility, Nm is a number of the elements included in the alignment mark, Ar is 
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required accuracy, and .alpha, is a corrective coefficient that is not smaller than 1 and 
not greater than 3.
